HOW THE EMPRESS OF BRITAIN was attack- 
ed by a German bomber in the Atlantic was told by 
survivors who landed at 4 British port recently te 


the “Manchester Guardian.” 


The ship was set on 


fire by the raider’s bombs. and while in tow she blew 
up and sank. Some 598 survivors out of a total on 
board of 643 have been landed by British warships. 

The ship’s commander, Captain Charles Ho- 


ward Sapsworth, was among the survivors. 


He 


stood on the bridge until it was burning away be- 
neath him, encouraging his anti-aircraft gunners as 
they battled with the German ’plane until all were 
killed or wounded and the guns were out of action.

Baby Among the 
Rescued 


The youngest assenger gn 
board—eleven-month-old Neville 
Hart—was saved. He was tied ina 
blanket on the back of a sailor 
who slid down sixty feet of rupe 
to a lifeboat. The child’s mother, 
father, sister, and brother were 
also saved, Their home is at Ald- 
ridge, Staffs. 

His sister Beryl, aged nincteen, 
said: “I was in my cabin, near my 
mother’s, when the first bomb 
struck the liner. There was a 
tervifie noise and my cabin was 
wrecked before I was able to 
leave it. My. mother called and I 
scrambled through the wreckage 
and reached her. We. stayed be- 
low. Soon fire broke out, and it 
was raging all around us. 

“My little brother did not seem 
to trouble at all. We. remained in 
the ship for about two hours be- 
fore we were safely lowered to 
the lifeboats.

The 
trouble wap that four men could 
not row these heavy bouts, and 
then. the motor-boat- which could 
have towed them to. where they 
were needed most’ got a knock 
as it was being towered and the 
engine would not start.” 

“The coxswain, named MrkKin- 
non, and. an R.A.F. cfficer did ex- 
cellent work between them, Mc- 
Kinnon had about a dozen peo- 
ple in the meter-boat with him, 
but none of them could. gel. the 
engine to start. We managed to 
row the boat to the lifeboat near- 
by in the hope that someone there 
could help. There we came 
across the R.A.F. officer, and he 
managed to get the engine going. 
It was easy after that. The motor- 
boat towed the emgty lifeboats up 
to the ship, where the flames had 
heen spreading, and it was not 
iong after until we were all away. 
I was one of the last. men, to. leave 
the ship. 

“All these hours the flames had 
been spreading forward and the 
heat and smoke were most try- 
ing.

Their mothers were present 
when the billeting officers came 
and refused to allow them to 
be re-billeted. The boys were 
in tears at the prospect,

Skill in Salvage Work 


(By A London Correspondent) 


In a tdur of certain bombed 
areas of South London [I watched 
some of the 6,000 members of the 
Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps 
sent to London to help in clear- 
ance work. 


They have systematised the job, 
First they get rid of the general 
debris, using the rubble to All up 
the craters and basements and ex- 
tricating bricks, limber and 
metals 


What is usable of this salvage is 
sorted out, the bricks, timber and 
metils being stacked in three 
heaps. ‘These materials are after- 
wards taken away in lorries to 
Ministry of Supply dumps, 


] visited a number of jobs and 
saw the work of the Pioneers in 
several stages. In the final stage, 
the completely cleared site, with 
all the salved niaterials removed, 
was ready, when the time comes, 
for rebuilding. 


The men appeated to be an thie 
fettle, One of them officers told 
me that about 25 per cent, of them 
were ether bricklayers or build- 
ers’ labourers in civil life. The 
rest are mostly classified as Cate- 
gory B. The offlcer assured ome 
that the open-air life and the 
physical work had done wonders 
for those of the latter class. 


On one of the sites I found a 
clergyman’s wife and her young 
daughters, A\uriel and Marguerita, 
who wore tin huts. Twice a day 
they arrive with kettles, teapots, 
cups, saucers, sandwiches and bis- 
cuits, all carried in the girls’ tox 
perambulators. 


“T provide 100 or more cups of 
ten a day, us well as the food," 
the mother told me. 


The Pioneers work un eight- 
hour day, six days a week, They 
are a cheerful lot of men. full of 
synipathy for the people who have 
lost belongings.

This is the brand 
of satire the Nazis relish,

Applying the name of, 
League of Nations to ui 
forced draft of conscript 
States emphasises as well 
as anything the quality 
of Hitler's new order.

IT WAS CONSIDERED possible in Lon- 
don that at an interview yesterday with Mr.

Pre-war normal Russian im 
ports of raw cotton, for example, 
amounted to about 20.900 tons im

Between the outbreak of war 
and October, 19-40, there is no 
evidence vf any Russian Imports 
of cotton across the Pacific. 
Since that date, however, 32,000 
tons of cotton have been ship- 
ped to the U.SS.R. from 
United States 


Undertaking By Soviet 


It is not knowr whut Russia 
has undertaken to c&port te Ger- 
many ir cotten under the hew 
Crorman-Soviet agreement. but ot 
tay be assumed for cartitin not 
to be less and probably ecnsidtr- 
ably more than last year's ex- 
perts, which are estimated 
ninety thousand. to one hundred 
thousand tons. 

jt is. indeed. boleved thet 
taking into agesunt Germany’s 
increasing use Of artificial textile 
materials sufficient will be avail- 
aple from this source to provide 


the whole of Germany’s cotton 
requirements for war purposes. 

Ieviderce of direct exports of 
copper to Germany from Russia 1s 
also so far lacking. 

It is considered probable, 
however, from a study of returns 
of exporting countries for 1937 
and 1938 that Russia’s imports of 
copper during 1940, including 
about 56,000 tons from the U.S.A., 
were in excess of her current re- 
quirements. 


Ability To Supply 


It Is noted too that the So- 
viet'e own production plans 
should have made the country 
self-cuffictent In copper by the 
end of 1940.

HOW THE EMPRESS OF BRITAIN was attack- 
ed by a German bomber in the Atlantic was told by 
survivors who landed at a British port recently to 


the ‘Manchester Guardian.” 


The ship was set on

up and sank. Some 598 survivors out of a total on 
board of 643 have been landed by British warships.

After dropping his drst bombs 
the Nazi ‘plane returned and 
drepned four more, including in- 
cendiaries, The liner caught fire 
And passengers teok to the boats, 
but some ceuld not be lowered as 
they were set ablaze by the bombs. 
Sailors made rafts for passengers. 

There was little danger: of th? 
ship oo stnking immediately, and 
there Was ample time for wurmeti 
and children to get intu the boats 
While awaiting instructions they 
had stayed below without panic. 
Many of those on beard could not 
fet away irnamediately, and about 
300 of them made their way to 
the forecastle. The Jast were not 
taken off until six hours later.

“He took a party of men 
through the flames and smoke 
to try tq launch some of the 
starboard boats,” said one 
sailor, “They managed to get 
one of the boats lowered, but 
then had to beat a retreat. That 
one boat saved a lot of lives.” 


Once again the R.A.F. played its 
part. The occupants of one bagt 
sighted a British flying-boat, and 
cheered when the R.A.F. men 
signalled that rescue ships were 
on the way. The Occupants of the 
boat were picked up three-quar- 
eae of an hour later by a war- 
ship. 


Baby Among the 
Rescued 


The youngest passenger on 
bceard—eleven-month-old Neville 
Hart—was saved. He was tied in a 
blanket on the back of a sailor 
who stid down sixty feet of rope 
to a lifeboat. The child’s mother, 
father, sister, and brother were 
also saved. Their home is at Ald- 
ridge, Staffs. 

His sister Beryl, aged nineteen, 
said: “I wag in my cabin, near my 
mother’s, when the first bomb 
struck the liner. There was a 
terrific noise and my cabin was 
wrecked before I was able to 
leave it. My mother called and I

The same sardonic 
theatricalism that impel- 
led Hitler to force the 
French to capitulate in 
the famous armistice car 
in the forest of Compiegne 
inspires the Germans to 
describe the bloc they are 
busily imposing on Eu- 
rape as a “league of na- 
ticns.” This is the brand 
of satire the Nazis relish; 
it illuminates the real 
character of a revolution 
motivated by a spirit of 
vengeance and directed by 
a leader driven ahead by 
the desire to get even with 
the rest of the world. 

Applying the name of 
Leayue of Nations to @) 
forced draft of conscript:

which Hitler did most to 
wreck when he broke the 
League Covenant and the

Sitting in the shadows 
behind the counter of a 
North London hotel, a girl 
was a mute witness of the 
murder of a friend and 
colleague.

Died In Man’s Arms 


Kneeling down, the landlord 
placed his thumb in the wound in 
the dying woman's chest in a vain 
attempt to stop the bleeding. His 


wife ran to the door and heard in 
the darkness the sound of a high- 
powered car being driven away. 
Gwendoline Cox never recovered 
consciousness. She died in the 
Jandlord’s arms. 

It was at nine o'clock at night 
that. the door of the off-licence of

Cox for a brand of cigaretttes she

of his big old.vicarage for his own use. The other 
six_rooms and the fine garden had become a chil- 


dren’s paradise. 

All the youngsters, aged, be- 
tween five and seven, had the time 
of their lives. The vicar took them 
to the pictures. piled them in his 
rar for country jaunts, and gave 
them the run of his garden, 


But to leok after all of them 
himself was obviously impossible, 
co he found two voluntary he)pers 
who Worked hard all day. 


Taken Home 


Imagine his astonishment at the 
action of the Startfurth Rural Dis- 
trict. Cuuneil after he had tenta- 
tively asked whether the Govern 
ment paid billeting allowances for 
these helpers. 


In official language he learn 
ed that “the committee recom: 
mended that the children biilet- 
ed on him should be removed +o 
other billets.” 


There were by this time only 
five children, The parents of the 
other five appreciaied all that the 
vicar had done, but they decided 
that they missed thelr children 
too much, and had taken them 
home.

twenty-five years,” Mr. Brent told |’ 


a reporter, 

“lam a bachelor, and do my 
own cooking. Some months ago 
I received a circular asking if | 
would be willing to take evacuce 
children, I replied that I would, 
and approached two voluntary 
helpers who were willing to come 
und do their best.” 

Shortly after the children ar- 
rived the vicar wrote to the Dis- 
trict Council asking about the bil- 
leting allowances for his helpers. 

Then he saw a report of the 
Council meeting in which it wus 
stated that the committee recom- 
mended that the children be re- 
moved to other billets. 


Boys in Tears 


“There were three beys and two 
girls at the vicarage then,” the 
vicar said. They were to, have 
been removed but only three have 
gone. 

“The cther two, both boys, 
are still here, but.their billeting 
allowances have been cancelled. 
Their mothers were present 
when the billeting officers came 
and refused to allow them to 
be re-billeted. The boys were 
In tears at the prospect. 

“My helpers and I have don? 
all we can to make the children 
happy,” Mr. Brent added. “I have 
taken the children into the coun- 
try in my car. On Saturdays I 
used to make two journeys to the 
picture theatre, and on wet morn- 
ings I have taken the children to 
school in the car.”

With a motor-car jack the dog 

was released, and work was start- 
ed to free Mr. Paynter, who was 
lying in bed unable to move.

After his head and shoulders 
had been uncovered, he smiled, 
refused a cup of tea and cigurette, 
and asked {f the dog was all right. 

“I can stick it a bit longer,” he 
said, “but that dog must be in 8 
hell of a state.” 

A derrick of scaffold poles was 
erected to ease the man from his 
pricon. Aa a doctor and A.R.P. 
men worked to free him from 
the beam which was cutting 
through his iegs, he talked 
cheerfully. 

“His pluck was beyond imagin- 
ation,” said one worker. “ve 
never known such a plucked ’un. 
He told me, ‘I’m all right because 
I’m still in bed.’ But that beam 
was cutting through his legs. The 
pain must have been terrible.” 

Paynter was released after 
seven hours. ,
